Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: 

Applicants and Examiner discussed that even though Bergeron teaches that a smart card includes an I.D. for a specific 
player, a specific pattern for requesting plays of a game, and a number of tokens for game play, Bergeron does not 
teach that the number of tokens are to be used for a specific game nor that the specific pattern for playing a game 
requires the choice from multiple specific games in which the number of tokens can only be used in play of the specific 
game associated with the smart card.
